In no way 
is this more clearly shown than by the increasing demand for 
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Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, in company with Capt. 
C. B. Wheeler, O. D.; Lieut, I. N. Lewis, 2d Art.; ex- 
Congressman J. H. Outhwaite, of Ohio, and George H. 
Powell, member of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifi- 
cation, were in Reading Dec. 22, and inspected the big 
Brown segmental tube wire gun constructed at the Scott 
Iron Works. The party then went to Birdsboro, Pa., 
to inspect the Brown gun made by the Diamond Drill 
Company. The big gun inspected at the Scott Works is 
87 feet in length, and it is expected that it will throw a 
600-pound missile twelve miles.

In his annual report Maj. Edgar S. Dudley, Judge 
Advocate for the Division of Cuba, discusses the condi- 
tion of the laws in the island and the difficulty of mak- 
ing radical changes in a country which we are holding 
as a friendly territory.

Hospital ships are now regulated by a convention re- 
cently adopted by the plenipotentiaries of a number of 
the great powers at The Hague conference. They are 
to have an official commission; are to afford relief and 
assistance to all wounded belligerents, irrespective of na- 
tionality; are in no way to hamper the movements of 
belligerents; and, during and after an engagement, they 
run their own risk, though as a matter of international 
law they are absolutely neutralized. The belligerents 
have the right to visit them and control their move- 
ments; any instructions given on such visits are, if pos- 
sible, to be entered in the ship’s sailing papers. The hos- 
pital ships” are to have distinctive painting, and to carry, 
as required by the Geneva convention, the white flag 
with a red cross.

A considerable quantity of war material went out on 
the steamer Kenmore, which sailed this week for Ma- 
nila. The shipment included a supply of field shells 
charged with an explosive mixture, chiefly thorite, as 
safe for transportation and use as ordinary gunpowder, 
but giving about six times the number of fragments pro- 
duced by gunpowder alone. Experiments at Sandy 
Hook tend to confirm recent experience abroad, and in- 
dicate that a much more destructive effect is likely to 
be obtained with field shells bursting over trenches into 
& maximum number of killing fragments than with the 
time shells pulverized by a high explosive. It is under- 
stood that the Ordnance Department has two or three 
promising explosives in hand, and has in progress a pro- 
gTamme to determine not only a satisfactory high ex- 
plosive for field, siege and seacoast prujectiles, but cal- 
culated to settle the many questions connected with the 
most effective use of shells so charged. 








In the “Medical News” of Dec. 23, Assist. Surg. BE. 8. 
Bullock, U. S. A., describes the Government sanatorium 
for consumptive soldiers established recently at Fort 
Bayard, N. Mex., with Maj. and Surg. D. M. Appel, 
U. S. A., as the commanding officer. The altitude of 
the place is 6,040 feet, and the air is constantly in mo- 
tion. Blankets are always necessary for sleeping. The 
total yearly rainfall is less than 15 inches. Fort Bayard, 
itself, is a rather old post for New Mexico, dating from 
1867, and in view of its abandonment, which has been 
discussed for some time, it has been permitted. to run 
down, with the exception of absolutely necesssary re- 
pairs. In consequence but few of the buildings are 
adapted to the purposes of the sanatorium, and must be 
replaced by modern structures as soon as possible. Dr. 
Ballock recommends that the invalid, where possible, 
should be accompanied by members of the family, as the 
Southwest, according to this surgeon, gives the North 
Pole a hard fight for the honor of most quickly producing 
homesickness. 





The New York “Medical News” of Dec. 23, comment- 
ing on General Sternberg’s bill to increase the Army 
Medical Corps, says that the Army Surgeon is, under 
regulations, primarily a sanitary officer, surgery being 
limited in the Army and the practice of medicine being 
circumscribed within narrow limits. Hygiene, however, 
is a branch of medical science, it holds, which, being un- 
remunerative, furnishes no financial stimulus for its 


study and hence is largely ignored in both the collegiate 
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curriculum and the practice in civil life. Hence it is that 
there are but few men in civil life who are, through pre- 
vious training, fitted to solve the sanitary problems daily 
presented to the medical officer. The “News” heartily 
commends the bill, and asks the medical men of the coun- 
try, individually and collectively, to assist in bringing 
about the needed legislation. A typographical mistake 
in our last issue made us say that there are 792 commis- 
sioned medical officers in the Medical Corps of the Army, 
the correct number being 8. 





The Cincinnati “Times-Herald,” referring to the recent 
promotion of Lieut. Col. Charles W. Miner, 6th Inf., to 
be Colonel of the same regiment, says: “It is a rare thing 
for an officer of his rank to remain in his old regiment 
by the fortunes of promotion in the regular service. 
Whether it was luck, a happy shuffle at the War Depart- 
ment, or not, there are good grounds for congratulations 
to this favorite Cincinnati officer, to the 6th and to the 
service. Col. Miner fought his regiment with gallantry 
during the ‘last half’ at San Juan, and since the Santi- 
ago campaign he has stood at the head of the famous 
command, reorganizing it twice and keeping it splendidly 
to the front in the Philippines. He is Ohio born, did 
brave service throughout the Civil War, and has gained 
his best laurels with a regiment of Regulars in which 
Cincinnati has shown its pride by numerous popular 
demonstrations and substantial acts. The Colonel's 
eagles do not decorate a more deserving pair of shoulders 
than the new commander of the 6th Infantry.”

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Owing to the reperts received by Chief of Ordnance 
since the outbreak of hostilities between the United 
States and Spain, and as a result of campaigns in the 
Philippine Islands, the Department of Ordnance of the 
War Department has abandoned the idea of adopting 
a clip for more rapid charging of the magazine of the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle. Operations in the field have con- 
clusively shown that the Krag-Jorgensen rifle is seldom 
used as a magazine rifle and when so used the five shots 
in reserve are entirely adequate. The United States rifle 
can be fired as a single loader from twenty-five to thirty 
times a minute, which is rapid enough for most 
occasions. In the Philippine campaigns the magazine 
has seldom been used and it seems that this is exactly 
the kind of war which would call forth such use, if any 
would. On one occasion, at the outbreak of the insurrec- 
tion in Manila, the 14th Infantry came to close quarters 
with the rebels and used the magazine with good effect. 
No difficulty was found by the troops in regard to load- 
ing the rifle rapidly enough. 





The work of the Signal Corps of the Army in the 
Philippine Islands has received most unqualified praise 
from the Secretary of War. Since the American Army 
landed at Manila the corps has handied on an average 
2,500 despatches each day, the maximum being 4,000 on 
the sixth of November. With the extension of the 
American lines from Manila and Lloilo it has become 
imperative for the War Department to greatly increase 
the force of signal officers detailed in the Philippines. 
This increase has naturally been drawn from the force 
stationed in this country or in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The importance of the Signal Corps of the Army is 
now recognized by Army authorities as it never was 
before and with the great amount of work which has 
recently fallen upon the shoulders of the members of this 
corps, it is imperative that some increase be made. Gen- 
eral Greely stated in his annual report what he thinks 
necessary in the way of an increase and it is understood 
that Congress will be asked to take the matter up dur- 
ing the present session. 
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There are already on file numerous applications for the 
positions on the staff departments to occur as the result 
of retirements for age during the coming year. Lieut. Col. 
John C. Gilmore, A. A. G., reaches the limit April 18, 
1901; Maj. John W. Summerhayes, Q. M. Department, 
will retire Jan. 6, 1900, and Col. James G. C. Lee, Aug. 
12, 1900. In the medical department there will be five 
retirements in 1900. Lieut. Col. Henry R. Tilton, Feb. 
1; Maj. Curtis E. Munn, Feb. 2; Lieut. Col. B. A. 
Koerper, Feb. 21; Col. Charles H. Alden, April 28, and 
Col. J. P. Wright, Dec. 25. There are at present four 
vacancies in the medical department which will be filled 
in the near future from candidates examined in the 
Philippine Islands. Probably the five vacancies created 
by the retirement of the five officers stated will be filled 
in the same manner. General Sternberg is in hopes that 
Congress will act favorably in the matter of his bill 
asking for a large increase in the medical corps and 
thus give many of the volunteer doctors a chance to get 
in the regular establishment.

The report of Maj. Gen. Elwell 8S. Otis to the Secre- 
tary of War, which was published in the issue of Dec. 
9, appears the more it is studied as a complete vindica- 
tion of everything we have said in defence of Genera! 
Otis and his policy, and is a conclusive answer to those 
who have found fault with him for not achieving re- 
sults that were impossible of accomplishment with the 
means placed at his disposal. We always asserted that 
when agencies proportioned to the task were placed in 
his hands General Otis would fulfil every expectation 
of his friends. The correctness of this judgment is 
shown not only by the rapid destruction of Aguinaldo’s 
army, but by the facts contained in the report, which 
puts it beyond all doubt that General Otis for the better 
part of a year was in a situation where he had to face 
complications of unusual character with a shifting and 
changing force upon which he could not count with cer- 
tainty. Such forces as were at his disposal would have 
made his campaign a serious matter had he been within 
easy reach of home, but thousands of miles distant, he 
was compelled to act with a caution that made him the 
mark of attacks that were none the less venomous be- 
cause unintelligent. We predicted that the day when 
General Otis was properly reinforced would see a 
speedy end of the war, and no one who has followed 
the conduct of the campaign these last weeks will deny 
that our prediction has been amply fulfilled. 

As we study the exhaustive report and are able to see 
the relation of each of his official acts to the whole pian 
of campaign, which we could not do from the scattered 
and unsatisfactory cable advices, we can form a better 
idea of the fine administrative skill with which Genera! 
Otis met all the questions of civil government in Manila 
and in the outlying islands, and which represented the 
highest type of soldierly equipment. There never has 
been a time when General Otis has been unequal to the 
task laid upon him, but there were many months when 
the patriotism of the country seemed inadequate to 
the responsibilities it hdd assumed and appeared willing 
to shift them upon a soldier who was too well trained 
to complain and too patriotic to seem suspicious of the 
National spirit behind him.

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England’s experience with her artillery is furnishing 
a powerful argument to those who advocate the organi- 
zation of our artillery force into a corps, with a chief at 
its head. The bill, H. R, 912, introduced by Mr. Bing- 
ham, should receive the early attention of Congress. It 
is difficult to see what argument can be urged against it, 
and it is inexplicable that we should so long have clung to 
our antiquated organization. If this bill becomes a law 
it will infuse new life into the artillery service, especially 
if it should be followed by a change which would give 
those who are to use artillery a controlling voice in its 
selection. In his article on “Siege Artillery,” in the last 
number of the “Artillery Journal,” Capt. Whistler says: 
“I believe that the Ordnance Department has done all in 
its power to give us the best possible armament within 
the means furnished them,” but it is manifest that if 
the artillery and ordnance combine their forces they are 
more likely to get from Congress what is needed than if 
they stand apart. Capt. Whistler makes the excellent 
suggestion that ammunition and artillery stores should 
be shipped by the Ordnance Department to a depot under 
the command of an artillery officer, and from there 
shipped to the army in the field. He holds that the 
artillery supply officers should have full authority to 
make contracts for the shipment and transportation of 
ammunition and artillery supplies. Mr. Bingham’s bill 
makes the proposed chief of artillery ex-officio a member 
of the Board of Ordnance and Fortification. The divis- 
ion of the artillery into coast and field artillery is an ex- 
cellent one. Altogether we shall have the equivalent of 
thirteen regiments of artillery if this bill becomes a law. 
With a competent chief at the head of the corps, and 
a proper system of inspection, each battery will gain in 
efficiency, so that the increase of strength will go even 
beyond the gain in numbers. Speaking of the present 
condition of the artillery in his annual report, Maj. Story, 
Artillery Inspector, Department of the East, said: “The 
present condition could not have existed if there had 
been a chief of artillery to say with authority exactly 
what is needed, and then to see that the equipment is 
supplied, or, in the event of failure, to fix the responsi- 
bility. Under the present system there is confusion, 
and confusion in administration will inevitably remain 
until the artillery has a head.” There can be no question 
as to what the artillery needs, and there sheuld be no 
hesitation on the part of QGongress in giving it this 
promptly and cheerfully. The present bill seems to be 
drawn substantially on the lines suggested by Maj. Story 
in his report. We presume that in accordance with his 
recommendation, the ten Colonels of coast artillery, pro- 
vided for in the Bingham bill, will be Fortress Com- 
manders, the sixteen Lieutenant Colonels, District Com- 
manders, and the forty-two Majors, Commanders of Fire 
Commands and Mortar Batteries. 
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CAPTAIN GRENOW’S REMINISCENCES. 
Recollections of the Days of Napoleon and Wellington. 


In December, 1812, there entered the English Army as 
an Ensign of the Grenadier Guards, a youth of 16, 
named Grenow, “one of the prettiest dandy officers of 
proud Albion,” whose personal attractions and excellent 
family ¢onnections gave him the entrée into the best so- 
ciety. He was one of those men who. Know everybody 
worth knowing. He had a retentive memory, was an 
excellent raconteur, and when in his declining years he 
zathered together and published his recollections of men, 
women and events he produced a delightful series of 
anecdotes of those whom all are anxious to learn about. 

The recollections of Capt. Grenow appeared from time 
to time during the years commencing with 1862, and 
ending with 1865, but as a generation and more has 
passed since the last volume of the series appeared in 
\Ingland they are known to few men of the present day. 
(heir appearance, therefore, in a new edition will be wel- 
comed by thousands who would not otherwise have made 
‘their acquaintance. The title of the work is “The Remi- 
iiscences and Recollections of Capt. Grenow, Being An- 
ecdotes of the Camp, Court, Clubs and Society, 1810- 
1860, with Portrait and 32 Illustrations from Contem- 
porary Sourcés by Joseph Grego.” It is published in 
this country by Charles Scribner's Sons, and will be 
‘ound as interesting to readers on this side of the Atlan- 
ic as to the author’s own countrymen. 

The events of the time of Wellington and Napoleon 
cupy a large space in the recollections of Capt. Grenow, 
ind the details he gives concerning the men connected 
with this exciting period of history are those we are 
most anxious for, to enable us to bring them to a 
nearer acquaintance. When the young Nnsign joined 
the Army, on the eve of Waterloo, he was astonished to 
tind that the British officer of that day “absolutely en- 
tered the Army without any military instruction what- 
ver.” He was so fatally defective in drill that the ex- 
ellence of the non-commissioned officers was all that 
saved the Army from fatal disasters in the face of the 
nemy. There has been much improvement since then, 
but the average British officer is not even now a well- 
ustructed soldier judged by Continental standards. The 
st instructed officers in Grenow’s time were those who 
iad received their training abroad. . 

Sir Thomas Picton, on whose staff Grenow served, had 
. high opinion of the soldier-like qualities and military 
talents ef the French officers. He saia to his staff: 

“If I had fifty thousand such men as I commanded in 
Spain, with French officers at their head, I'm d——d if I 
vouldn’t march from one end of Europe to the other.” 

“We were all astounded at this praise of the French; 
ind Chambers, very much piqued, observed: 

“This is the first time we have heard, Sir Thomas, that 
l‘'rench officers were superior to ours.” 

“What,” said Picton, “never heard they were superior 
to ours? Why, d——n it, where is our military educa- 
tion? Where our military schools and colleges? We have 
none; absolutely none. Our greatest Generals, Marl- 
borough and Wellington, learned the art of war in 
I'rance, Nine French officers out of ten can command 
u army, whilst our fellows, though as brave as lions, are 
totally and utterly ignorant of their profession. D——n 
it, sir, they know nothing. We are saved by our non- 
commissioned officers, who are the best in the world.” 

The French Marshal Excelmanns said to Grenow, on 
‘nother oecasion: “The British cavalry officer seems to 
be impressed with the conviction that he can dash and 
ride over everything; as if the art of war were precisely 
the same as that of fox-hunting. I need not remind you 
of the charge of your two heavy brigades at Waterloo; 
this charge was utterly useless, and all the world knows 
they came upon a masked battery, which obliged a re- 
‘reat and entirely diseoncerted Wellington's plans during 
the rest of the day.” : 

Capt. Grenow reports the Duke of Wellington himself 
is once saying: “The cavalry of other European armies 
1ave won victories for their Generals, but mine have in- 
variably got me into scrapes. It is true that they have 
ilways fought gallantly and bravely, and have generally 
sot themselves out of their difficulties by sheer pluck.” 

To emphasize the justice of this observation, Grenow 
efers to the charge of the Light Brigade, under Lord 
Cardigan, at Balaklava. 

The most interesting reminiscences in these volumes 
o our readers are perhaps those of the battle of Water- 
00. This was the author's first experience of war, and 
ill soldiers know how vividly such experiences are im- 
ressed upon the mind of the young officer. On the 
morning of Waterloo, June 18, 1815, Grenow tells us, 
‘the sun shone most gloriously, and so clear was the 
itmosphere that we could see the long, imposing lines 
if the enemy most distinctly. Immediately in front of 
he division to which I belonged, and, I should imagine, 
bout half a mile from us, were posted cavalry and artil- 
ery; and to the right and left the French had already 
ngaged us, attacking Huguemont and La Haye Sainte. 
We heard incessantly the measured boom of artillery 
ccompanied by the incessant rattling echoes of mus- 
etry. 

“The whole of the British infantry not actually en- 
vaged were at that time formed into squares; and as 
ou looked along our lines, it seemed as if we formed a 
ontinuous wall of human beings. I recollect distinctly 
eing able to see Bonaparte and his staff; and some of 
ny brother officers, using the glass, exclaimed, “There 
ie is on his white horse.’ ” 

The French had 300 guns, and their artillery, which 
utnambered that of the English two to one, did great 
‘xecution during the early part of the day, while Wel- 
ington was on the defensive. The troops reteived its 
fire lying down. When a cavalry charge came, the 
1en were ordered on their knees. How they received the 
‘rench horsemen is thus described: 

“About 4 p. m. the enemy’s artillery in front of us 
eased firing all of a sudden, and we saw large masses of 
avalry advance; not a man present who survived could 
ave forgotten in after life the awful grandeur of that 
harge. You perceived at a distance what appeared to 
© an overwhelming, long moving line, which, ever ad- 
ancing, glittered like a stormy wave of the sea when 
t eatches the sunlight. On came the mounted host until 
they got near enough, whilst the very earth seemed to 
\ibrate beneath their thundering — One might up 
vose that nothing could have resisted the shock of this

The officers were exceedingly brave, and by 
their gestures und fearless bearing did all in their power 
to encourage their men to form again and renew the 
attack. The Duke sat unmoyed, mounted on_ his 
favorite charger. I recollect his as Col. Stan-

. en we received cavalry, the order was to fire low;

It was pitiable to witness the 
agony of the poor horses, which really seemed conscious 
of the dangers that surrounded them; We often saw a 
poor wounded animal raise its head as if looking for its 
rider, ic afford him aid. There is nothing perhaps among 
the episodes of a great battle more i than the 
débris of a cavalry charge, where men and horses are 
seen scattered and woun on the froand in every va- 
riety of painful attitude. Many a time the heart sick- 
ened at the moaning tones of agony which came from 
man, and scarcely less intelligent horse, as they lay in 
fearful agony upon the field of battle. 

“The charges of cavalry were in appearance very 
formidable, but in reality a great relief, as the artillery 
could no longer fire on us; the very earth shook under 
the enormous mass of men and horses. 

“The artillery did great execution, but our musketry 
did not at first seem to kill many men, though it brought 
down a large number of horses, and created indescrib- 
able confusion. The horses of the first rank of cuiras- 
siers, in spite of all the efforts of their riders, came to a 
standstill, shaking and covered with foam, at about 
twenty yards distant from our squares, and generally 
resisted all i to force them to charge the line 
of serried steel. In the midst of our terrible fire their 
officers were seen as if on parade, keeping order in their 
ranks, and encouraging them. Unable to_renew the 
charge, but unwilling to retreat, they brandished their 
swords, with loud cries of ‘Vive I’Empereur!’ and al- 
lowed themselves to be mowed down by hundreds rather 
than yield.” 

The charge of the French Imperial Guard is thus de- 
scribed: 

“It was about 5 o'clock on that memorable day that up 
came the whole mass of the Imperial Infantry of the 
Guard, led on by the Emperor in person. We had now 
before us probably about 20,000 of the best soldiers in 
France, the heroes of many memorable victories. We 
saw the bear-skin caps rising higher and higher, as they 
ascended the ridge of ground which separated us, and 
advanced nearer and nearer to our lines. 

“It was at this moment that the Duke of Wellington 
gave his famous order for our bayonet charge, as he 
rode along the line., These are the precise words he 
made use of: ‘Guards, get up and charge!’ 

“The impetuosity of our men seemed almost to paralyze 
their enemies; I witnessed several of the Imperial Guard 
who were run through the body, apparently without any 
resistance on their part. I observed a big Welshman of 
the name of Hughes, who was 6 feet 7 inches in height, 
run through with his bayonet, and knock down with 
the butt end of his firelock, at least a dozen of his oppo- 
nents. This terrible contest did not last more than ten 
minutes, for the Imperial Guard were soon in full re- 
ene leaving all their guns and many prisoners in our 

ands.” 

The Duke of Wellington appears to have realized Capt. 
Grenow’s ideal of the soldier. On one occasion he was 
informed by a gossiping woman, Princess , that 
the Duke had said some things reflecting upon his char- 
acter. Though he was only a subaltern he wrote to the 
Duke, asking for an explanation, He received in reply 
a long letter, denying the story, and saying in conclusion 
that if he was not satisfied the Duke was ready to give 
him any satisfaction he might think proper to demand. 
“I cannot call to mind, even at this distance of time,” 
says the author, “the noble conduct of the great Duke on 
this occasion without feeling deeply affected. Through- 
out the whole of his eventful career, the Duke of Wel- 
Bagtes always placed first and foremost, far above his 
military and social honors, his position as an Bnglish 
gentleman.” , 

The Duke had in early life lost a considerable sum at 
play, and had been on the point of selling his commis- 
sion to relieve himself from his debts of honor, Learning 
of this Lord Camden, the Viceroy, said to Capt. Wesley 
as he then spelled his name: “Remain in the Army, an 
I will assist you in paying off your liabilities.” “I should 
like to study my profession at Angers,” replied the ey 
soldier; “for the French are the great masters of the a 
of war.” So Lord Camden not only paid his debts but 
supplied him with the means of living in France. 

Gambling was one of the vices of the time, and Capt. 
Grenow tells many stories of the ruin it b ht to 
men in the Army and in the aristocratic circles, Crock- 
ford, the proprietor of a fashionable gambling resort in 
London, “won the whole of the ready money of the ex- 
isting generation.” General Scott, father-in-law of Can- 
ning, the Duke of Portland, and Lord Robert Spencer 
were chief. among the few winners. Lord Thanet, who 
had an annual income of £50,000, lost every farthing of 
it at play. Marshal Blucher was among the inveterate 
gamesters. He used to swear vigorously at the croupiers, 
but as he swore in German they paid little attention to 
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UPRISING OF A GREAT PBOPLE. 


The statistics of our War of the Rebellion furnish a 
useful lesson for England and for her enemies, showing 
as they do the amount of reserved force there is in a 
great free nation. Altogether we put into the field from 
1861 to 1865 272 regiments of cavalry, 232 batteries of 
artillery and 1,096 regiments of infantry, 2,320,272 men, 
reducing the short-term organizations to a three years’ 
standard, Nearly all of these troops were obtained by 
volunteer enlistment; the draft, which came late in the 
war, yielding no great result. Nor did we gain as much 
as many suppose from the enlistment of recently itn- 
ported foreigners. They formed an insignificant factor 
in the whole. 93,969 of our soldiers died violent deaths; 
twice as many, or 186,216, died of disease, and 24,184 
from unknown causes; a total of 304,369. Nearly as 
many were discharged for disability, 285,545. Of the last 
34,209 were the victims of gunshot ~wounds. It was 
found that a deduction was required to determine the 
number of effective men in the aggregate force, of 800 
in every 1,000, and it is a curious fact that the largest 
number of effective men were found among the 186,007 
colored troops, or 796 in every thousand. Among the 
white volunteers the number was 650 in 1,000; among 
the Regulars 710. Altogether 67,000 Regulars were en- 
listed during the war. 

In the first five months of our Civil War we lost at 
Bull Run, Wilson Creek, Lexington, Mo., Ball’s Bluff 
and Belmont, Mo., 1,059 killed, 2,239 wounded, and 4,055 
missing, in all 7,353. The losses for each month during 
the rest of the war are shown by the table below: 

These figures are taken from Phisterer’s Statistical 
Record, with some important corrections, as the work is 
by no means accurate. With the corrections made it is 
sufficient for our present purpose. It does not show the 
losses in skirmishes and minor affairs, amounting alto- 
gether to near 2,000. Including these the number of 
engagements was 2,261, distributed as follows: In 1861, 
156; in 1862, 564; in 1863, 627; in 1864, 779; in 1865, 
four months, 135. 

Official reports show that after the disasters to McClel- 
lan’s Army, on the Yorktown Peninsula, in 1862, over 
80,000 troops were enlisted, organized, armed. equipped 
and sent to the field in less than a month. Sixty thou- 
sand troops were repeatedly sent to the field within four 
weeks. inety thousand infantry were sent to the Army 
from five States within twenty days. When the final 
break-up came, after Lee’s surrender, thousands of re- 
cruits were still hastening to the field, and men were 
discha from recruiting stations and rendezvous in 
every State. Our resources were by no means exhausted. 
There were actually 2,850,000 enlistments during the 
war, but some of these were re-enlistments. Counting 
the soldiers of the Confederate Army, it is safe to say 
that over three million and a half enlisted for the war 
out of a total population for the entire country of 32,000,- 
000, estimated by the census of 1860. 

England at length understands the nature of the task 
she has undertaken, and now that she has aroused her- 
self to action, and is irrevocably determined to retrieve 
her reputation the ultimate result can no longer be in 
doubt, even if her embarrassments should stir up to hos- 
tility other and more formidable enemies than those she 
finds in South Africa. It is the manhood and endurance 
of a nation that are brought to the test in war. 
why nations gain a respect for each other through their 
contests upon the field of battle. The present struggle 
will result in benefit to both of the antagonists in South 
Africa, and it promises to give that promising country 
just the stimulus it needs to start it on the path of 
progress, It is not the men who mourn over war who 
lead the path of human progress, but those who in great 
contentions prove themselves equa! to the hour. Bngland 
has not sought it, as no nation seeks it, but she is receiv- 
ing just the experience she requires to develop her latent 
possibilities and start her for the approaching twentieth 
century on a new career of power and progress. 
Young men who have found nothing better to do than to 
loll about the London clubs and cultivate will 
become important factors in this progress, and will now 
demonstrate the truth that it is in men and not in mere 
yenlneeat ey finds } ~ — for o — 
Englishmen will no longer have the same 
finding careers for their sons when they yo 
trained by war to self-reliance and to oqriegt work pas 
have been taught much needed lessons in the school of 
manhood. is has been the experience of America; 
this will be the experience of England. 
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MEDICAL SITUATION IN MANILA. 


Lewellys F. Barker, M. D., of Baltimore, contributes 
some interesting notes to the “Medical News”. on the 
medical situation in Manila, Dr. Barker was a mem- 
ber of the commission sent by Johns Hopkins University 
to study tropical and other diseases in the Philippines. 
Those who write to friends in Manila will be obliged 
to him for the hint that the name of the suburb should 
be given with the name of the street, as the same name 


is given to streets in different suburbs. Dr. Barker 
found the water in Manila to be excellent, which may 
account for the healthfulness of the place. He thinks 
that Col, A. A. Woodhull’s “extensive medical experi- 
ence, together with his unusual executive ability, erga 
, —_ for the excellent administration which one finds 
in Manila.” 

To the 1st Reserve Hospital, under Maj. Crosby, come 
most of the gunshot wounds, and a large proportion of 
the very acute diseases. This hospital has 1,200 beds. 
Here also are treated the wounded insurgents. The 2d 
Reserve Hospital, under Maj. Keefer, was originally in- 
tended for an overflow hospital for the Ist Reserve and 
for convalescents and less severe cases. Now, however, 
it has come to contain as severe cases as the Ist. The 
hospital ship Relief, lying in the harbor, also receives 
acute surgical and medical cases. As a convalescent 
hospital the institution on Corregidor Island has proved 
most valuable. The air there is cool and fresh, and a. 
tients sent there have almost invariably done well. e 
wounded and sick from the various regiments on the 

, fighting line, and the stations outside Manila are brought 
in by railway or by wagon train to the Manila hos- 
pitals. At the Ist Reserve Hospital there is an excellent 
iaboratory, under charge of Lieut. Strong. Clinical 
studies are conducted in the wards, and in the morgue 
autopsies are conducted. Bacteriological examinations 
and studies of the blood together with animal experi- 
ments are made in the laboratory. 

Maj. Frank Bourns, of the Provost Marshal’s Depart- 
ment, who has had charge of the sanitation of Manila, 
says Dr. Barker, “deserves great praise for the ener 
he has displayed in reorganizing the sanitary regula- 
tions.” 

When the American Army first went to Manila there 
was a large mortality among American soldiers from 
smallpox. Dr. Bourns immediately undertook the vac- 
cination of the whole population of Manila. He had to 
use at first imported virus, but this being unsatisfactory, 
he was forced to institute a cariboo (water buffalo) vac- 
eine farm. This proved to be very curr? and 
the lymph produced is as effective as can be desired. 
Some eighteen Filipino physicians were engaged to vac- 
cinate the native population, and the work was done so 
thoroughly that smallpox has been almost entirely 
stamped out. ‘There was an outbreak of beri-beri while 
the visiting physicians were in the city and through Col. 
Woodhull’s courtesy they were enabled to make valua- 
ble observations on this disease. 
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LATEST FROM MANILA. 

‘There was a lull in the fighting after General Law- 
ton’s death till Dec, 27, when for three hours there was 
some stubborn fighting in the mountains near Montal- 
ban, which is 14 miles northeast of Manila and five miles 
beyond San Mateo, where General Lawton was killed. 
A considerable American force has been held at San 
Mateo since the General’s death. When scouts brought 
news that the rebels were massing in the mountains 
near Montalban, Col. Lockett decided to attack. He 
had 2,500 men, including good artillery, while the enemy 
was reported to be over a thousand strong. In fear of 
attack, the insurgents had made a dozen lines of trenches 
along the steep trail by which the Americans passed. The 
advance of Col. Lockett’s men was irresistible and the 
rebels were soon put to rout and pursued for some dis- 
tance. ‘The main attacking party consisted of the 46th 
Inf., a troop of cavalry ond artillery. Other parts of 
the force sought to cut off the enemy, but the impenetra- 
bieness of the mountainous wilderness made this im- 
practicable. Four Americans were wounded. 

A company of the 46th Volunteers and half a battalion 
of marines have been sent to re-enforce the Americans 
at Subig and Olongapo. The insurgents, under com- 
mand of General Santa Ana, have made on attack on 
Subig. Reports are coming in slowly of encounters be- 
tween the Americans and insurgents at various places 
beyond the reach of the military telegraph line. Col. 
Bell, with the 36th Vol. Inf., has been operating in Zam- 
beles. Capt. Comfort, with a company of the 32d Vol. 
Inf., at, Dingaluphan; the 34th Vol. Inf., at Aritao, and 
the 21st Inf., at Calamba. The result of these opera- 
tions is that fifteen insurgents have been killed and 
twenty-seven ‘taken prisoners. Thirty-two rifles were 
captured. ‘Two Americans, including an officer, were 
wounded. 

The announcement in General Otis’s official despatch 
that all ports of Northern Luzon will be open on Jan. 
Lis a satisfactory evidence to the commercial world that 
things are going along as well as can be expected. The 
exportation of hemp, sugar and tobacco will be re- 
sumed, The establishment of a through train service 
from Manila to Dagupan, with two trains daily, indi- 
cates how thoroughly the rebels have been driven away 
from the country having business connections with the 
outside world.

THE ARMY RATION, 


The army ration is the subject of a paper by Lieut. 
Col. and Deputy Surg. Gen. Charles Smart, U. 8. A., 
published in the New York “Medical Journal” of Dec. 9. 
Admitting that there are 12 ounces of bacon in the 
army ration which, no doubt, is an excess of fat for a 
dietary in the tropics, Col. Smart thinks it does not 
follow that the Army ration should therefore be 
changed. Critics of the ration, he believes, do not note 
the difference that exists between the ration of the sol- 
dier and the diet of the soldier. The ration is the allow- 
ance for subsistence of one person for one day. The diet 
is what is actually f- in the kitchen for consump- 
tion by the soldier day by day. 

Col. Smart asserts that a scientific analysis of any- 
one of the diets that can be formed from the ration will 
show that there is a sufficiency of nitrogen and carbon 
in each to support the system of the soldier under the 
“heaviest strain of work and exposure.” He ridicules 
the contention of some critics that there is too much 
bacon in the ration for the tropics. There is a candle 
component in the ration, but the soldier is no more 
called upon to eat the candles than he is to .eat the 
bacon if he does not desire it. 

He can eat his candles if he wishes by taking their 
value in ething else, a can of peaches, a pound of 
rice, ete. is permits him to eat his bacon by “in- 
direction,” as it were. A — elasticity yet is pro- 
vided by the money credit for components not drawn, a 


privilege that takes concrete form in the turkey with © 


cranberry sauce in the mess halls on Thanksgiving Day. 
Much of this turkey probably Pa ree nog acon. We 
remember hearing once of the following poetic tribute 
to the ration by a toast maker at mess hall festivities: 


Three cheers for the ration from which we're a-makin’ 
A fine bit of turkey from common old bacon. 


The soldier's dietary depends upon the _ intelligent 
supervision of company officers and the ability of the 
company cooks. The company commander can make any 
necessary change. If the change is desirable on medical 
grounds, medical officers should communicate their views 
to these responsible officers, and the change can be 
effected without difficulty. e Colonel can see no need 
of talking about changing the ration to effect a change in 
the oe: 

A board of officers has been appointed by the Secre- 
tary of War, to meet at the War Department for the 
purpose of considering and reporting upon the matter 
of the composition of the ration for the use of troops 
in tropical climates. This board is composed of Lieut. 
Col, Charles A. Dempsey, 1st Inf.; Capt. Samuel W. 
Fountain, 8th Cav., and Capt. Fred W. Foster, 5th 
Cav. As will be remembered, the Secretary of War, 
several months ago, directed that boards be appointed in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines to examine into 
and make reports upon the advisability of a change in 
the components of the tropical ration. These boards 
met and have made their reports to the War Depart- 
ment. Very few changes of a radical nature were 
recommended by these boards, and those recommended 
had already been anticipated in some measure by the 
Acting Commissary General. The object of the board 
convened by the recent order is to have its members 
carefully examine the reports of the three boards which 
have already met and report upon the advisability of 
making the changes they have recommended. It is be- 
believed by the Acting Commissary General that the 
ration now being used by our troops in the tropics is in 
most respects the best that could be devised. It answers 
in every way the requirements of the soldier serving in 
hot countries and seems to be giving the utmost satis- 
faction. There are a few minor changes which might be 
made with advantage, but these are so few in number as 
hardly being worth speaking of.

Law- 
ton is not being forgotten, and the prompt and generous 
responses to the appeal in her behalf shows that the 
American people are not indifferent to such calls when 
their sensibilities are touched, as they are in this in- 
stance. Prof. Dean Worcester, of the Philippine Com- 
mission, says of General Lawton: “He told me that he 
had not an anxious thought for himself; that he had been 
a soldier all his life and would gladly die a soldier’s 
death, but he thought of what might be in store for his 
wife and children if he should be taken, and_ this 
weighed heavily upon him. No man ever deserved bet- 
ter of his country, and General Lawton’s countrymen 
will see to it that his wife and children are put beyond 
the fear of want.” The subscription in their behalf 
amounts to $40,000, and is expected to reach $50,000.

General Funston should learn from his military experi- 
ence that it is easy for those without responsibility to 
criticise those upon whom responsibility is laid for not 
doing all that the enthusiastic and impatient may ask of 
them. In a letter purporting to come from General 
Funston, he says: , 

“I realize that there is not and probably never will 
be the courage in high places in our Government to deal 
wroperly with this question. If the defenders in the 
United States of the Spanish friars have any facts let 
them produce them and not indulge in abuse of Amer- 
ican citizens who dare to say things that are not _pleas- 
ant to their ears. I expect to return from the Philip- 
pines loaded with historical data that will make. some 
people squirm.” 

Perhaps it may be as well for General Funston to 
keep within the limit of his own responsibilities which, 
fortunately for him, do not require him to deal with that 
most parainating of all questions, the question of religious 
differences. It is reported that Kansas politicians want 
Funston appointed a Brigadier in the Regular Army so 
that he may not be in the way of their plans for political 
preference. 








A “Herald” despatch says: “Manley Lawton, the 12- 
year-old son of General Lawton, was a volunteer aid on 
his father’s and on General Grant’s staff. The boy was 
under fire first at La Loma Church, where his father 
had taken him to make a visit to General MacArthur, in 
March. His conduct on this occasion was remarked by 
many of the officers present, and General Lawton was 
urged to give the lad a temporary volunceer commission 
as aid. fie was fitted out in a complete uniform of 
khaki, with the proper insignia of a Captain and Volun- 
teer aid. This was never brought formally to the at- 
tention of the Washington authorities, a temporary com- 
mission from General Lawton being all that was neces- 
sary for the extension of the courtesy. Young Lawton 
accompanied his father on many of his more celebrated 
campaigns. He was during the summer months with 
General Grant at Bacoor and Imus, south of Manila, 
and was more than once under fire.”

GENERAL BROOKE’S DEPARTURE. 
Havana, Dec. 23. 

One of the most delightful society events ever known 
in Havana was the German given by General and Mrs. 
Brooke at the Palace on the evening of Dec. 19. The 
entire palace was turned over to the guests, who made 
merry until a late hour. The German was led by Lieut.

Senor Lorente in propos- 
ing the health of General Brooke spoke of the trying 
conditions under which he had assumed the position of 
Governor of Cuba, and how, by his broad-minded ad- 
ministration, he had aided the transition, difficult at the 
best, from the old régime to the new. Cubans, he said, 
would always remember General Brooke with gratitude 
and love. Maj. Gen. Wood in his speech, which was 
very brief, expressed the hope that he might enjoy the 
esteem and confidence of the Cuban people as General 
Brooke enjoyed them. General Ludlow said that the 
officials remaining behind would t themselves for- 
tunate if on the departure they should be followed 
by the respect and good wishes that were showered upon 
the departing General. General Brooke was much 
moved by these tributes and in responding paid a tribute 
io the kindness of the Cubans who had aided him in his 
work, and to the Army and civil officials who had as- 
sisted him. General Brooke sailed to-day for Tampa. 
He was escorted from the palace to the wharf by a 
squadron of the 7th Cavalry and a battery of the 2d 
Artillery. A Major General's salute was fired as the 
steamer left the harbor in the afternoon.

ADJUTANT GENERAL’S REPORT, NEW YORK. 

Adjt. Gen. Andrews, of New York, in his annual report 
for the year 1899 announces that the system of staff ad 
ministration adopted by New York, while entirely new in 
this country, bears a general similarity to the staff organi- 
zation of many of the armies of Europe, there known as 
the general staff. The Adjutant General, as Chief of Staff 
to the Commander-in-Chief, becomes the directing agency, 
not only of the line but of the staff, thus insuring har- 
mony and co-ordination of action. . “Officers detailed,” 
says General Andrews, “from the line as aides receive 
instruction in staff duties for a time and then are re- 
placed by others from the line. Not the least of the de- 
sirable results achieved is the economy of the new system 


in money and rank, and the abolition of a large number 
of staff officers with rank wholly out of proportion to the 
volume and importance of their duties. The Adjutant 
General’s Office has been thoroughly reorganized, , and 
now either directs or actually performs the work which 
was hitherto distributed among a number of separate and 
independent departments.” 

In referring to the Volunteers accepted from the State 
and the depletion of the National Guard regiments in con- 
sequence, General Andrews goes on to say: “Our recent 
experience emphasizes the importance of a careful con- 
sideration of the best means of supplying troops to the 
United States in cases of emergency like that of the 
Spanish-American war. A regularly organized United 
States reserve, wholly independent of State control, and 
consisting of one or two regiments in the larger States, 
and a regiment or battalion in the smaller States, en- 
rolled, organized, equipped, drilled and commanded by 
United States officers, would afford the most efficient and 
readily available reserve. In the absence of -such a re- 
serve, the choice naturally turns to the organized State 
troops. There is ample reason for continuing the organi- 
zation, instruction and discipline of State troops for State 
purposes. If, however, they are to be called out for for- 
eign service either directly or indirectly, it is only fair 
and proper that such conditions should be made known, 
and that officers and men entering the National Guard 
should understand distinctly the nature of the service 
which they may be called upon to render, and that they 
should be organized and equipped accordingly.” 

All the Guard has received new uniforms and equip- 
ments, tentage and field and hospital supplies, etc. The 
rifle of the Regular Army, it is urged, should be sup- 
plied to the Guard in lieu of the Springfield. The Gatling 
guns of the 3d Battery are said to be obsolete and in bad 
order. A larger appropriation for the completion of the 
records of the New York troops in the Civil War is advo- 
cated. The records of the Spanish-American war have 
progressed rapidly. 

The total strength of the National Guard on Sept. 30, 
1899, was 14,287, and the Naval Militia was 759, making 
a total of 15,046, as compared with 14,429 on the tame 
date in 1897, and 13,815 on the same date in 1896. >Both 
the Guard and Naval Militia are said to be now wéjl or- 
ganized, well equipped, and, with occasional exceptions, 
are in an excellent state of discipline and instruction.

Uncle Sam’s soldiers, always on the alert, were 
ready with fighting appetites to assault and down all 
that stood before then on a bill of fare consisting of vege-

S. 728—Mr. Frye: To promote the efficiency of the rev- 
enue cutter service. Provides for captains, ist, 2d and 3d 
lieutenants, captain of engineers, chief engineers, Ist and 2d 


assistant engineers and constructor. The captain of en- 
gineers, chief engineers, 1st assistant engineers, 2d assist- 
ant engineers shall have the rank of captain, ist, 2d and 
3d lMeutenant, respectively; the constructor the rank of Ist 
lieutenant. Captains are to rank with majors in the Army 
and with lieutenant-commanders in the Navy; Ist lieuten- 
ants with captains in the Army and with lieutenants .in 
the Navy; 2d lieutenants with ist lieutenants in the Army 
and wi lieutenants (junior grade) in the Navy; 3d Heu- 
tenants with 2d lieutenants in the Army and th ensigns 
in the Navy. Pay and allowances are to be the same as 
in the Army, with 10 per cent. increase for each five years 
service up to 40 per cent.; retirement on application after 
30 years and compulsory at 64. Officers incapable of duty 
are to be orde before a board, who shall report the 
cause of incapacity. If it is the result of no vicious habits 
of his own, but is due to the infirmities of age, or physical 
or mental disability, and such decision is apesuret by the 
President, he shall be retired from active service and placed 
upon a retired waiting orders list. When a board finds that 
such incapacity is the result of vicious habits and not due 
to any incident of service, and its decision shall be ap- 
proved by the President, the officer shall be retired from 
active service, or wholly retired, as the President may de- 
termine, The names of officers wholly retired from the 
service shall be omitted from the register of officers of 
the revenue cutter service, and they shall be entitled to 
receive one year’s pay, and shall be assigned to sach duties 
as they may be able to perform.

S. 1420—Mr. Foraker: For the proper recognition of the 
services of commissioned officers of the United States Army.

served in the civil war of 1861-1865, and who continued in

missioned officers of the Army, not to exceed 100, and Navy

Sec. 5. Candidates who have rendered satisfactory service 
as Acting Assistant Surgeons or as commissioned medical 
officers in the Volunteer-Army of the United States for a 
period of six months or more, shall be exempted from this 
period of probation and may be commissioned at once if 
vacancies exist and they pass a satisfactory examination 
as to their physical, moral and professional qualifications.

The Controller of the Treasury has revised the action 
of the Auditor for the Navy Department in the claim of 
Rear Admiral Sampson for pay as Rear Admiral while 
performing the duties of that grade prior to his regular 
appointment and confirmation. In his statement of the 
case the Controller says: “The error of the Auditor con- 
sists in treating the nomination and appointment by the 
President as an ad interim appointment to fill a vacancy, 
which the President is authorized to make under the Con- 
stitution of the United States, during a recess, of the 
Senate.

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GENERAL WOLSELEY’S REGULAR, 


To the American veteran who has gone through ardu- 
us campaigns, who has seen really heavy fighting, and 
vho ean gauge the conduct of officers and men under 
rying conditions, it is not the faulty strategy which, for 
olitical reasons, has parceled out the British Army in 
South Africa, nor the failure to assemble men and ma- 
ierial in satisfactory order, which brings surprise. The 
iinglish are not a military people; since the Crimean 
War they have lost touch with active service against a 
vorthy foe, and their blunders are only natural. The 
stonishing feature of the campaign so far is the ap- 
arent discouragement of the British Regular under com- 
aratively meager losses, his capture in large bodies, 
ind his repeated retreat from a field where he has 
met but partial disaster, and where as yet scarce half a 
bid has been made for victory. During our Civil War 
and at intervals ever since, the writings of the Com- 
mander in Chief of Her Majesty’s forces have teemed 
with praise of the British Regular and with innuendoes 
of depreciation of the American Volunteer, And yet here 
is this regular, man and officer, for whose discipline and 
education General Wolseley has for years been respon- 
sible, thfowing up his work on the battlefield when he 
has suffered a loss of from 5 to 7 per cent. in killed and 
wounded, and retiring, not to reform and renew the con 
flict, but to a place of safety far from the enemy. 
Now, good troops should stand much heavier losses 
than this without blenching. Until forces of the size 
ommanded by Generals Gatacre, Methuen and Buller 
iave lost a far higher percentage, they can scarcely be 
said to have fought the thing out to a conclusion. This 
s not estimate; it is historical average. In fifty battles 
luring our Civil War, the average losses were about 16 
ver cent. on the Federal, 18 per cent. on the Confederate 
de; or in bodies corresponding in size to the British 
uring the past two weeks, not far from 20 per cent. 
IXven at Bull Run, before the defeat, the loss was 12 
er cent.; and had there been a Dr. Russell present at 
me of the late battles against the Boers, we too might 
ave read the story of a stampede. These figures in- 
eed only partially tell the truth, for at Balaclava the 
|.ight Brigade lost nearly 37 per cent.; at Metz the Gar- 
eschiitzen lost 46 per cent.; at Mars la Tour the 16th 
\Vestphalian) Infantry lost 49 per cent.; Longstreet at 
‘jaines Mill lost 50 per cent.; Hancock lost the same 
ercentage at Fredericksburg; and there are abundant 
imilar examples elsewhere.

igement. 

Now why all this cry of “gloom in London” and “fear- 
ful scenes” at the War Office? Why these reports from 
Generals of the “bloodiest fighting of the century” and 
‘fire so hellish that no troops could withstand it?” Apbil- 
ity in maneuvering or fighting is not measured by cas- 
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at 
ceased to pour out men and money. 

Now we all know the Briton. He is of the same 
as we are; he is capable of and will soon do the 
work. No more gallant man lives than the British of- 
ficer—he is indeed unwisely rash, as a seasoned soldier 
should not be. But it would furnish « rather mauvais 
quart d’heure, in the light of recent events, for General 
Wolseley to assemble some of his comments on the 
American Volunteer and then to compare this Volunteer’s 
— to face decimation with that of his own pet Reg- 

rs. 

The London “Times” gives this interesting compari- 
son between the losses sustained at Modder River and 
those at battles in former campaigns in which British 
troops have been engaged. It will be noted that in spite 
of the increased precision of small arms, the percentage 
of casualties at Modder River is considerably less than in 
any other battle given in the list.

CONGRESS AND THE SERVICES. 


With the coming of the Christmas recess all work has 
stopped at the Capitol. Owing to the fact that the 
Committees on Military and Naval Affairs were only 
constituted a short time prior to the recess, very little 
of a definite character and of interest to the Army and 
Navy has been accomplished by the present Congress. 
Now, however, all is in readiness for active work, and 
immediately after Congress reconvenes the work of the 
committees will begin in earnest. Several bills of more 
or less importance to the Army and Navy have been 
introduced and referred to the committees which govern 
them, and will be actéd upon immediately after the end 
of the holidays. 

In the House Committee on Military Affairs most of 
the interest of the Army is now centered. Mr, Hull, 
the chairman of this committee, is now, it is under- 
stood, working upon a bill, which he will present in 
the near future, looking to reorganization in many im- 
portant features. It may be that this bill will be con- 
solidated with the War Department bill now being pre- 
pared by the Secretary of War. Notwithstanding the 
recommendations made by the Secretary in his annual 
report abolishing the permanent staff, he will not pre- 
sent any bill of such a nature to Congress. On the con- 
trary, the War Department bill will strongly recommend 
a large.and permanent increase in the number of of- 
ficers of the various departments of the staff. 

The Secretary of War is requesting all the depart- 
ment chiefs of the War Department to furnish him 
with recommendations looking to an increase in the 
various staff departments of the Regular Army. It is 
the intention of the Secretary to consolidate these recom- 
mendations into one bill, which will be presented to 
Congress in the near future for its action. The large 
increase in the Army necessitates a corresponding in- 
crease in the number of officers of the staff. Mr. Hull, 
the chairman of the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, is strongly in favor of giving the increase asked 
for and, it is understood, will lend his aid in pushing 
the bill through, Up to the present time the Commis- 
sary, Surgeon and Quartermaster Generals have made 
their reports to the Secretary, and the other department 
chiefs are now at work upon theirs. Realizing the op- 
position which any bill, asking for a wholesale se, 
would meet with in Congress, the Secretary will make 
his demands of such a reasonable character as to prac- 
tically insure the passage of the bill. 

The bill submitted by the Surgeon General appears 
elsewhere in this number of the Journal. General 
Ludington has asked for an increase practically the same 
as that recommended by the old “Hull” bill. What the 
officers especially want is to have the staff composed en- 
tirely of Regular officers, and thus do away with the 
present force of Volunteers. With the large increase in 
the Army made during the summer for service in the 
Philippine Islands, it has become positively necessary for 
the efficient performance of duty to have a substantial 
increase in the Regular staff. Although the Secretary 
of War is an ardent advocate of the plan abolishing the 
permanent staff, as recommended in his annual report of 
the present year, he fully realizes that a bill along this 
line cannot receive the favorable action of this Congress. 
It is generally believed by members of the Adminis- 
tration that no decrease will ever be made in the present 
size of the Army, so the present attempt to enlarge the 
staff is being made. 

One of the departments which will ask for a large in- 
crease is that of the Inspector General. General Breck- 








spectors of the various branches of the Army can be 
obtained and the inspection will be of some material ad- 
vantage to the service. 

The Major General commanding was in favor of many 
of the recommendations made by the Secretary in his 
annual report, but is, it is understood, opposed to some 
of the measures to be embodied in the proposed staff 
bill. 

The existing needs of the artillery branch of the ser- 
vice are recognized by both factions and there is little 
reason to doubt that legislation may be obtained 
this year rectifying all the evils of that arm. The 
chances are excellent that the artillery will be entirely 
reorganized this session and put upon a more firm and 
efficient footing. In this case Col, Royal T. Frank will 
naturally be selected as chief. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has now 
nearly disposed of the recess appointments and will there- 
fore be in readiness after the holidays to consider other 
matters. It is to be hoped that an understanding can 
be arranged between the House and Senate committees 
this year so that some bill, favorable to reorganization, 
can be passed by both Houses. 

The two Committees on Naval Affairs have as yet 
done little of interest to the service. A few matters 
of minor importance have been acted upon by the Sen- 
ate Committee, but the House committee has not yet 
had a complete meeting for the consideration of any of 
the various bills which have been referred to it. A 
meeting of all the committees has been called for next 
week, 


It is understood that after the Senate meets at tha 
end of the present holidays Senator Wellington will in- 
troduce a bill providing for the revival of the grade of 
Vice Admiral. This bill will be for the express purpose 
of settling, once and for all, the long controversy be- 
tween the friends of Rear Admis. Schley and Sampson. 
As is well known, Senator Wellington has been one of 
the most ardent friends of Admiral Sehley and has done 
all in his power to advance the interests of that officer. 
He will now agree, it is said, to the Senate adopting a 
resolution giving thanks to both Rear Admls. Schley and 
Sampson for the victory before Santiago. There will be 
a tacit understanding that these two officers shall be 
nominated for Vice Admirals. It is stated at the capitol 
the President has already given his consent to the ar- 
rangement as being perfectly satisfactory to the Adminis- 
tration. Which of the two officers will be the senior 
remains to be seen, but it seems to be the opinion that 
Rear Adml. Sampson will be the choice. Even in such 
an event it is thought that the arrangement would be 
satisfactory to the friends of Rear Admi, Schley. The 
members of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs are 
willing to adopt any compromise which may be reached 
looking to a settlement of the affair. The matter has 
been under the consideration of the committee since the 
beginning of the present session and it is hoped by the 
members that it will be finally settled during the present 
Congress, it 

Information has come to the War Department from 
Manila to the effect that General Young has been ap- 
pointed Military Governor of the provinces of North- 
western Luzon, with headquarters at the city of Vigan. 
The troops now stationed in that section are the 8d 
Cavalry and the 33d Infantry. Permanent stations 
will be established at San Fernando and at Laoag, with 
various outposts. General Young is an officer in whom 
the War Department has the utmost cunfidence and he 
has already been selected for one of the vacancies oc- 
curring soon in the grade of Brigadier General. It 
seems also to be the opinion in Army circles that this 
officer will be made a Major General of Volunteers to 
fill the vaeancy caused by the death of General Lawton. 
As stated in the Journal of last week, both Generals 
MacArthur and Ludlow will be made Brigadiers’ in the 
regular service, the former to fill a vacancy now 
existing and the latter to fill the vacancy which will be 
created upon the retirement of General Anderson Jan- 
wary 21. 


The Secretary of War intends to make several changes 
in the present system of management of the bureaus of 
the War Department. With this end in view he has 
recently been carefully examining the methods employed 
by the various Bureau Chiefs in their respective depart- 
ments, He fully realizes the need of some change—not 
in the personnel of the departments—but in the work. 
Recommendations have been called for from the Bn- 
reau Chiefs and will be carefully considered by the Sec- 
retary. It is the opinion of Mr. Root that some of the 
departments are doing work that should properly be as- - 
signed to other departments. For instance, it does not 
seem correct that the Ordnance Department should fur- 
nish such supplies as mess chests, belts and canteens to 
the troops, These things should be attended to by the 
Quartermaster’s and Commissary Departments.

The President of the 
United States, members of the Cabinet, officers of the 
Army, Naval officials and private citizens were 
together to testify their reverence for the men who lost 
their lives in Havana Harbor. There were 151 caskets, 
each draped in an American flag, and immediately in 
front of the burial plot was a ~covered stand ar- 
ranged for the President and his official party. Both a 
Protestant and Catholic service was conducted. Cha 
lain Clark, clad in black cassock, st upon the small 
covered platform overlooking the burial gro hemmed 
in on three sides by sailors, marines and soldiers. He 
read a brief Ep 1 service, and then Father Chid- 
wick, the late chaplain of the Maine, advanced to the 
platform and celebrated the rites of the Catholic Church. 
A platoon of marines marched along the west line of the 

raves, halted, faced to the east, and fired three volleys. 

efore the echoes of the volleys had ceased a bugler 
stepped forward and sounded taps. 

Some time ago a report was received by thé Navy De- 
periment to the effect that after a careful examination 
xy Naval experts, it had developed that the cruiser New 
Orleans was unstable. From reports which have re- 
cently come tu the Chief Naval Constructor it has been 
shown that the trials of the New Orleans and of the Al- 
bany had been made under totally different conditions 
favorable to the latter ship. The criticism of the New 
Orleans was greatly resented by the British builders and 
designers as being an — attack upon their skill and 
emg It is believed by the officials of the 
Bureau of Construction that the first test made of the 
New Orleans was not by any means conclusive and the 
failure of the ship to come up to the requirements was 
largely due to mismanagement. 

Another effort is to be made to secure favorable Con- 
gressional action on a bill “they that whenever, in 
the judgment of the Secretary of the Navy, the public 
interests require the use in the Naval service of any 
invention or discovery covered by letters patent issued 
to any officer of the Navy, the Secretary and the of- 
ficer shall be allowed to recover in the Court of Claims 
such royalties and compensation as may be due him. 

The collier Marcellus, which has been assisting the 
Massachusetts in coaling tests at sea off Sandy Hook, 
has been ordered out of commission at the Navy Yard, 
New York. 

The training ship Hartford is to sail about Jan. 10 
ee Mare Island for her voyage en route to the Atlantic 
Joast. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Construction of 
the Navy Rear Adml. O'Neil, Chief of Ordnance, sub- 
mitted a new scheme of batteries for the battleships au- 
thorized by the last Congress. One plan submitted shows 
superim turrets and contemplates the use of four 
12-inch, four 8-inch and twelve 6-inch guns for the main 
batteries, and a secondary battery of twelve 14-pounders, 
besides the usual supply of smaller guns. A second scheme 
suggests an equipment of four 12-inch, sixteen 6-inch and 
sixteen 14-pounders. No action in the matter of turrets 
has been determined upon, as the members of the Board of 
Construction are inclined to await the firing trials of the 
Rapteries of the Kearsarge and the Kentucky before de- 
ciding. 

A statement issued by the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair shows a total of 61 vessels of all designs either 
under construction or being designed. Wight are battle- 
ships, three sheathed battleships, three sheathed armored 
cruisers, seven sheathed protected cruisers, four monitors, 
ten torpedo-boat destroyers, seventeen torpedo boats, the 
submarine torpedo boat Plunger and the pn mg a 
sailing training vessel for the Naval Academy. he 
statement shows the names of the different vessels, their 
acquired speed and place of construction.

From New York the Dixie will go to Hamp- 
ton Roads, where, it is expected, about 150 more lands- 
men will be added to the crew, making in all about 600. 
Leaving the roads about Jan. 10, the various ports in 
the West Indies will be touched at, including San Juan, 
P. R., and St. Thomas, which latter will conclude the 
eruise among the islands about Feb. 15. Almost due 
east for Gibraltar, where she will coal, will then be 
the Dixie’s course, touching at Maderia, the only Span- 
ish port in the itinerary. The training ship will then 
cruise about the Mediterranean for some months, re- 
coming to Hampton Roads toward the beginning of next

The task is not a light one, and the variety 
of articles for these ships tests the capacity of the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts. 

Some recent tests at Indian Head with new produc- 
tions of the Washington Nayal Ordnance eg give 
evidence that our gunmakers are forging ahead in the 
race for ordnance saqromec? and the results are re- 
garded as placing the United States in the van in rapid 
fire guns in all the points looked upon as essentials in 
this line of progress. 

The U. S. 8S, Massachusetts, on Dec. 25, concluded 
another ‘successful test in coaling at sea. Yhen some 
twenty miles east of weedy Hook, the Massachusetts 
took on board from the collier Marcellus, by means of 
the Miller conveyor, 160 bags of coal in eighty minutes, 
or at the rate of more than twenty tons an hour. It was 
the severest and most satisfactory triat of the series 
ordered by the Secretary of the Navy.

re . at a distance of 420 feet, instead of $00 feet, 
as ore. 


A fire near the chemical! laboratory at the torpedo sta- 
tion, Newport, R. L, +, 24, was by the prompt action 
of the fire de artment, assisted by the crews of the tor- 
pedo boats Morris, Dupont, Stiletto and the tug Ley- 
den, put out after a half hour’s hard work. 


Bids for the foreign-built collier Scipio, now at Nor- 
folk, which was purchased the Navy for use in the 
War with Spain, were opened at the Navy Department 
Dec. 28. The highest bidder was Ludwig Rubelli, of 
Philadelphia, at $45,550. Bids for the purchase of the 
steam launch Rocket were opened also. This vessel is 
now attached to the Newport Naval Station. Carrie I. 
Hall, whose address is Aqueduct avenue and 1 street, 
New York, was the highest bidder at $1,300. 

Secretary of the Navy Long, in a special order dated 
Dec. 28, 1899, directs officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps in Washington, D. C., to assemble in special full- 
dress uniform at the office of the Secretary of the Navy, 
Navy Department, at 11:30 a. m., Monday, Jan. 1, 1900, 
whence they will proceed to the executive mansion to 
pay their respects to the President of the United States. 


The Navy Department has recently received a report 
on the trial of the training ship Chesapeake. The report 
was in every respect favorable and gives much satisfac 
tion. It was feared that the ship might not come up to 
the standard expected, inasmuch as it was a radical de- 
parture from the construction of the modern ships of 
war. The Chesapeake was in many of its features like 
the old canvas Navy, but combines some of the features 
of the steam Navy. It was the adjustment of the old to 
the new which caused so much interest in Naval circles. 
The ship has been completely 7 and is favorably 
remarked upon by the Board of Inspection relative to 
its system of lighting, heating and ventilating. It is the 
intention of the ment to construct two additional 
ships of this type just as soon as Congress authorizes 
them. With reference to this matter, Secretary Long 
has recently written a letter to the chairman of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs requesting that guch 
authority be granted and setting forth the needs of the 
service for training ships.

TRAINING SYSTEM FOR THE NAVY. 


Secretary Long is heartily in favor of establishing a 
training system in the Navy for recruits. In a letter to 
Mr. Boutelle, the Chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, he says: 

“The seafaring class of the population of the Unite | 
States is very small, and in order that the Navy may 
be properly recruited it is necessary that the meu . ~ 
are enlisted as landsmen be given suitable liminary 
uraining before they are sent on ppaee | cruising vessels. 
The only practicable way of these 
landsmen, and apprentices as well, ie ow putting them on 
board vessels adapted for this purpose in company with 
regular crews of the Navi, and the best kind of vessel 
for this use is one of full sailing power and auxiliary 
steam power. Of the ships now in the Navy that might 
be w in this way the Hartford, recently fitted out at 
Mare Island, and the Lancaster, now cruising in the 
West Indies, are particularly good; the Dixie, recently 
fitted out at League Island, thoug bh the best available 
seal for the purpose on the coast, is a conversion from 
the merchant marine; the Alliance, one of the apprentice 
training ships, after making a five months’ cruise, has 
been laid up for six weeks’ repairs, which will only per- 
mit her to continue in service about four months longer, 
after which time extensive repairs will be necessary; the 
Adams, Mohican and Essex are the only other vessels 
now available for the apprentice training service, and 
these, like the Alliance, cannot be expected to hold out 
much’ longer. 

“It is thus seen that the number of vessels which 
inight be advantageously used for training purposes is 
small, and that the vessels themselves are old and not 
likely. to be serviceable much longer. number of 
enlisted men in the Navy will be larger than it has 
been in the past, and the necessity for keeping the full 
complement of vessels in efficient condition at all times 
will be much greater than before. The Department, 
therefore, recommends, as a matter of importance to the 
efficiency to the personnel of the service, that authorit 
be given for the construction of two composite- -built sai 
ing ships, full rigged, and with auxiliary steam power, 
each one capable of pk boa five hundred enlisted per- 
suns, including the total ship's company proper and those 
under training. - A vessel of this ae is much more eco- 
nomical for the purpose contemplated than smaller yes- 
sels would be, and the interests of the Government would 
be greatly subserved by the construction of the two ves- 
sels herein recommended.” 

Another urgent need of the naval service of the United 
States is a larger number of gunnery ships. Reports re- 
ceived in the office of naval intelligence show that for- 
eign Governments are expending large sums of money in 
gunnery drill. This subject has not been neglected by 
the officers of the American Navy, but the facilities are 
very much limited. Admiral Crowninshield is author- 
ity for the statement that but one vessel now _ Sopearents 
our total facilities for training a greatly enlarged per- 
sonne!. This vessel is the Amphitrite. The Lancaster 
was formerly on this duty, but she has now been turned 
over to the cruiser training service. The Fortune has 
been assigned as a gunnery vessel, but 1s not yet ready 
for service. Even with this vessel the. facilities are 
totally inadequate. ‘To familiarize the personnel of the 
Navy with the guns of the service it is necessary to 
bave constant drills and exercises supplemented by class 
instruction in gun sighting, explosives, etc. 

The British Navy has t he gunnery school ship Ex- 
cellent. On this vessel P avo is a gunnery school for 
ofhcers and men, and at the naval station at Ports- 
nwuth, England, they have established on a made island 
the gunnery training station, covering over 90 acres. Ii 
is 2 most complete establishment for gunnery training 
of junior officers and seamen gunners. “The buildings,” 
says Rear Adml. Crowninshield, who visited the place on 
his rectn trip abroad, “are all “built of brick, including 
quarters for officers and men, with suitable mess rooms, 
class rooms, and drill rooms. The principal feature is 
the gunnery drill shed, a one- berry ‘ue “4 built of iron 
and brick, over 900 feet in Tength. In it are mounted 
guns of all calibers, representing nearly every gun in the 
British Navy. Attached to the station are a large num- 
ter of small gun vessels, mounting among them all cali- 
bers and types of guns, and on board of which details of 
ofticers and men under instructions are continually em- 
barked for target and gun practice under way. 

The Naval officials agree that such a station would be 
a great advantage in the training of American gunners, 
and could be acquired with but little cost to the Govern- 
ment. It is probable that this’ matter will be called to 
the special attention of one of the Congressional commit- 
tees, with a view to adopting such legislation as will 
either increase the number of gunnery training ships or, 
what is still better, Dg ide for a training station on such 
a scale as that in the British service. 

No action has yet been taken regarding the future of 
the captured Spanish cruiser Reina Mercedes, now at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard. There has never been any in- 
tention to convert the ship into a greg - ship. The 
officials at the Norfolk Navy Yard have informed the 
Navy Department that she is in the ay! there, and of 
no use. Accordingly it was s ted that she be sent 
to Portsmouth. Nearly all the Yards have spare 
vessels upon which are quartered t e crews of vessels 
undergoing repairs, and it was thought advisable to use 
the Reina Mercedes for that pu at the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard. It was expected that this would be only 
temporary, however, and that some time in the future the 
vessel would be sold. 





PHOTOGRAPHING FISHES. 

The U. 8S. Fish Commission have published some in- 
teresting and valuable photographs of fishes taken by 
Capt. R. W. Shufeldt, U. 8. A., retired, with a descrip- 
tion of the work of photography by the operator. Capt. 
Shufeldt’s photographs were taken in the aquaria of the 
Fish Commission Building at Washington. A very 
realistic picture of the large-mouthed biack bass, swim- 
ming with mouth open and lower jaw projecting com- 
batively is given. A good-sized specimen of the white 
perch was taken by Capt. Shufeldt’s camera as it was 
feeding along the bottom of the tank, aeen te to the sand 
and tail up. Two small sea bass are and ae 
photographer calls attention to the f han this tab 
able to change its hue at will and as itt as can ys 
chameleon of our Southern States.

STORIES ABOUT GENERAL LAWTON. 


Many good stories about General Lawton have come to 
the surface since his death. Maj. Putnam Bradlee 
Strong, who was A. A. G. on the staff of General Mac- 
Arthur in the Philippines, says Lawton confessed to 
being afraid once in his life. That was when he was 
riding with his 12-year-old son Manley past Paco Ceme- 
tery, at Manila. It seems that a Montana detail had 
just buried a comrade, when a Californian burying de- 
tailcame up. Somehow they had failed to get cartridges, 
and asked the Montanas for some. The latter had 
nothing but ball cartridges. 

“Oh, they'll do,” said the California Sergeant. 

“Ready, fire!’ came the order a moment later. 

The bullets went whizzing over the grave and over the 
stone wall, on the other side of which. was riding Gen- 
eral Lawton, his head only a few inches below the wall. 
The bullets made a breeze as they went past. “That was 
the only time 1 can remember being scared,” said the 
General later, “but my boy spoke up and said: ‘Papa, is 
this like being under real fire? If it is, I like it.’” 

During the = years of the Civil War a party of 
young men walked out of a theatre in New York after 
the performance of an opera then popular, “Maritana.” 
png lg re and shoulders above his companions was 
Henry W. Lawton, then a Captain in we 13th Indiana. 
The martial spirit of Don Cesar de Bazan completely 
won him The tenor on that occasion was an excellent 
one, and the young Captain was taken with the famous 
solo, beginning, 

“Yes, let me like a soldier fall 
Upon some open plain.” 

He asked the bandmaster of his regiment to learn the 
piece upon which his fancy had fallen. When the selec- 
tion arrived, the bandmaster was dismayed to find that 
it was almost strictly a tenor solo. Nevertheless, so per- 
sistent was Capt. Lawton that he turned the solo into a 
march, which the band re as one of the favorite 
pieces of the regiment. nd during the continuous rise 
of Capt. Lawton through the various grades to that of 
Colonel of the regiment, he never lost his love for that 
bit of song. After the war his love for the piece con- 
tinued until, among his friends, it became almost known 
as Lawton’s song. 

The New York ‘Times’ reports that when General Law- 
ton was called upon for a speech at the Gridiron Club in 
Washington, the club composed of newspaper men, his 
name was mentioned with a most cordial reference to 
his soldierly qualities, which Lawton heard with a calm 
smile, as he sat half-facing the presiding officer. ‘The 
applause that followed the introduction was immense 
and hearty, the diners rising to cheer and wave their 
napkins at the tall, slender man in uniform. Standing 
for a moment as straight as an arrow, General Lawton 
bowed first to the chair, then to the right and then ta 
the left, once more to the presiding officer—and sat down. 
He picked up his cigar and again became a spectator. 
The cheering that followed was as tumultuous and ap- 
preciative as if it had been evoked by the wittiest of re- 
marks. The General had not been distressed at the ex- 
pectation that he was to be called on. He enjoyed him- 
self, and the merriment of the occasion, evidently had 
determined that he would utter no sound when sum- 
moned, and his performance was so absolutely in key 
with his reputation for taciturnity that it took the com- 
pany as thoroughly captive as if he had uttered a at 
sentiment or told a side-splitting story of soldiers’ ex- 


perience.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Complaint is made that the English system of musketry 
instruction, as at present executed, is unsuitable, as 
many rounds are devoted to firing at known distances, at 
stationary targets bearing not the faintest resemblance 
to any objectives that would be met with in the field, 
and too much valuable time and ammunition are wasted 
in training the men in volley firing, a form of fire tactics 
rapidly becoming obsolete, particularly in the attack. 

t is pro to furnish every British cavalry and in- 
fantry regiment in India with a Maxim gun. At Kim- 
berley and Mafeking, the two places where the Boers 
have not been able to score any success, the majority of 
the forces opposed to them consist of hastily-armed vol- 
unteers like themselves. 

Mail advices from China give the first details of the 
disaster caused by a tidal wave which swept over Ceram, 
one of the Molucca Islands between Borneo and New 
Guinea, on Nov. 2. These advices show that 5,000 peo- 
ple were destroyed on Ceram alone, when the earth- 
quakes of November shook the Japan coast and the 
lands adjacent. 

With an enormous native population and the Dutch 
more disaffected than they were at the beginning of the 
war, the protection of the lines of communication in the 
Cape Colony must employ a large number of men; but 
this work is being largely done by loyal colonists and 
Kaffirs. 

The Spanish treaty is to be construed in the most 
liberal manner, so as to include among the Spaniards to 
be sent home the families of prisoners and all Spanish 
civilian officials and their families. 

The recall of Maj. Baron Von Siisskind, German 
Military attaché to France, has given rise to the report 
that Emperor William intends to abolish such ts. 

News from the seat of war in South Africa is plenti- 
fully sprinkled with the word “rooinek” or “ruinek,” 
which means red neck. There are two explanations of 
this name. One is that when the Duglish came to the 
Cape an old Dutchman noticed that when John Bull got 
angry he grew red about the neck. In the Transvaal 
they say the name arose when the British dragoons were 

uartered there from the red coat cohars which made 
the uniform conspicuous. 





THE RECONSTRUCTED ATLANTA. 


An official report of a dock trial of the U. 8. 8. At- 
lanta, which has been fitted with new engines and has 
undergone other extensive repairs and alterations at the 
New York Navy Yard, states that the engines being 
run at varying speeds, it was found that, with natural 
draft, it was impossible to maintain more than about 45 
revolutions under forced draft. It was not possible to 
maintain a highér speed than 55 to 60 revolutions, owing 
to the inability to maintain the steam pressure. Start- 
ing in with steam pressure of 160 pounds and wide 
throttle giving about 75 revolutions of engine, the pres- 
sure steadily decreased. This was large due to the 
inexperience of the firemen employed. here was no 
priming or carrying over of water and no difficulty in 
maintaining the water at proper level. The forced draft 
blowers worked well. ith the exceptions hereafter 
neted, the engines worked smoothly and well at the 
highest is made. At the highest speeds the tele- 
scopic oiling gear of the crank pins vibrated excessively 
and one of the I. P. telescopes broke off. It would 
seem desirable that additional oiling gear of wiper pat- 
tern should be fitted for the crank pins.

The annual convention of the National Guard Agasoci- 
ation of New York will be held in Albany on Jan. 24 
next, in the armory of the 10th Battalion, and promises to 
be of exceptional interest. There are a number of 
amendments to the Military Code to be offered. One 
amendment is that the laborers in armories located in 
cities be allowed $2.50 per day instead of as at pres- 
ent. They have a great deal of work to do, and are on 
duty a great many hours, and the pay they receive at 
present is insufficient. Another amendment is that 
troops and batteries be allowed $500 per year more for 
horse hire than they are now receiving. e present al- 
lowance is inadequate, and to meet the demands of the 
serviee the members have to draw upon their own pock- 
ets to defray the expense. There will also be an amend- 
ment relating to the aggointinent of staff officers, and it 
will be recommended that an officer can be appointed on 
a staff who has had one year’s experience in the military 
service at any time. As the clause in the code now reads, 
an officer must have had one year’s experience “imme- 
diately” preeeding his appointment, This word frequent! 
prevents the appointment of very desirable officers, and, 
it is held, should be eliminated. A number of papers will 
be read on important subjects.

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NEW ANTISEPTICS. 

Investigation of the qualities of various materials 
manufactured principally from “derivatives of peat” has 
led to the preparation of surgical appliances and disin- 
fectants which are well reported on. The French mili- 
tary authorities are so satisfied with the superiority of 
the material for hospital purposes that they have given 
orders for large quantities of Petanelle wool, their last 
order, a few months ago, having been for ten tons. If it 
is true, as stated by medical experts of the highest stand- 
ing, that this dressing can safely be left on a wound 
lenoes than any other our soldiers should have the ben- 
efit of it. 

Speaking of surgical experience in South Africa a 
London correspondent of the “Medical News” says: 
“The reports continue most gratifying, both as to the 
character and complications of the wounds made by the 
Mauser bullet, and the effectiveness of the modern 
aseptic treatment, even in the field, which was so cheer- 
ingly demonstrated in our late Cuban campaign. Less 
than five per cent, of the wounded in the battles of ten 
days to two weeks ago have died, and, of course, this 
covers far the most critical period in ninety-nine per cent. 
of gunshot wounds. The small amount of pain actually 
inflicted by these wounds is almost as remarkable as the 
comparative absence of shock and of subsequent 
hemorrhage. Case after case is reported where men 
have been seriously wounded with but little to attract 
their attention except a slight numbness in the part 
penetrated, and one in which a soldier was shot com- 
pletely through the face, from one cheek to the other, 
just below the floor of the orbits, with scarcely any sen- 
sation of pain whatever, and no disability except the loss 
of the sense of smell and blocking up of the nostrils by

It is not absorbed and 
therefore does not give rise to intoxication. It is far 
superior to iodoform and costs less.

It is difficult to understand why at 
an exceptionally critical time seamen are taken from 
our ships and sent inland to de the work of soldiers.
